Along the. shores of the Pimobscot at Bangor, growing near the type 
of Solix roariills Fernald, is a shrub, which at certain stages of growth 
I have been inclined to nhVu' to S. maritlis although later in the .season 
it more nearly nvscmbles S. rordala Muhl. After study of this peculiar 
shrub for .several .seasons its true affinities .seem well established and 
I propo.se to call it:—
